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1. During Way the arrest of former Iron Guardists continued. Among those taken 
into custody were Nicolae Patrascu, who had vigorously supported a policy 
24.\ @OMof rapprochement with the Groza Goverment; Alexander Constant, former 
‘finister of Propaganda under Antonescu; and Vica Niculescu, who served ag 
liaison between the legionnaires and the Ministry of Interior. 


2. Patrascu and Niculescu were charged by the authorities with breaking the 
agreement made with the Governnent in 195. In particular Patrascu was 
accused of maintaining contact with Horia Sima and other Iron Guardists 
abroad. Constant, who is liable to prosecution as a war criminal, nay be 
brought to trial on charges growing out of his membership in the cabinet of 
Antonescu. 


3. Professor P.P. Panaitescu, former Rector of the University of Bucharest who 

played a prominent role in nevotiations between legionnaires and the Govern~ 
. ment in 1945, ascribes the arrest of Patrasou and his followers to their 

failure to observe this agreement. He likewise believes that the increasing 
Jewish influence in the Government resulting from the additton of new Con- 
mnist ministers has played some pa: t. Panaitescu particularly resents 
Patrascu's contacts with legionnaires abroad, which he considers to be a 
violation of the agreement reached in 195. 
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
